Churchill's revelation in his House of Commons speech 
yesterday that nearly half a million Allied troops had been 
landed in Africa, together with his emphasis on the No, 1 
priority position of the fight against submarines, was taken 
as indicating the size and difficulty of the plans which, he 
said, the Allies had charted for the next nine months, 


Military observers believed that the nine-month program 
probably included a continental invasion plan, 


Most observers expected the Allies 
perhaps concentrating on two main areas and using 


to strike at several 
points, 
others as diversions. 


Here Are Theatres Suggested 

Military observers discussing invasion possibilities sug- 
gested the following theatres: 

Norway—Difficult for Germany to reinforce but the Al- 
lies would have a big supply problem. Extreme north would

Denmark—Would open Baltic, 
Norway and facilitate Russian aid.

Kharkov 


It seems clear that if the Axis forces 
cannot hold Kharkov they cannot hold 
Rostov, and strongly probable that they 
can't hold Orel or even Smolensk. For 
Kharkov has been their main base on the 
southern half of the line. Railways radiate 
from that point as though they had been 
specially built to distribute fighting equip- 
ment and supplies along a front from Mos- 
cow to the Caucasus. That was why the 
city was occupied in force as soon as the 
first eastward sweep curried the Nazis that 
far, and has been fortified for more thana | 
year. 

For the invaders to lose Kharkov is to 
lose the territory west to the Dneiper and 
south to the Sea of Azov, to wipe out all 
the gains they made in last summer's drive, 
lose half the wheat fields of the Ukraine, 
and abandon hope of reaching the. oil 
fields.

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Shortage of Constables 


Anxious over the resignation of several 
constables from the police force and the 
allegedly pending resignations of others, 
the Edmonton city council has ordered an 
investigation into the reason or reasons for 
this general exodus from the forces of law 
and order. This is the logical and proper | 
step to be taken in the circumstances and 
the citizens generally will applaud the 
promptness with which the council has 
acted. 

Pending the result of the investigation, 
it would be well for Edmonton people to 
remember the report of Chief Constable 
Blackwood and his statement that no of- 
ficer has expressed any dissatisfaction 
with the treatment accorded him or with 
the conditions under which he works. In 
other words, it is both futile and harmful 
to assume that there is some hidden canker 
in the police situation here that makes it 
impossible to retain the service of police 
officers.

dition on which peace can be made; have 
drawn specific plans “to engage the enemy 
forces on land, sea and in the air on the 
largest possible scale and at the earliest 
possible moment” 

The perio@ covered by the arrange- 
ments made at Casablanca is the next nine 
months, This implies that action to “take 
the weight off Russia” is imminent, that 
the clearing of Japanese troops out of 
Burma and re-opening the road to China 
is a job to be undertaken forthwith, that 
the strengthening of operations against 
Japan on the approaches to Australia is a 
matter of the early future. 

This definition of the time factor will 
be as heartening to the men fighting on 
these fronts, and to the peoples of the 
countries directly involved, as the ringing 
re-assurance that the war will be fought to 
a clear-cut victory. In all these theatres 
the question of when is important, as well 
as the question of how much. 

“We have now a complete plan of action 
which comprises apportionment of forces 
as well as their direction, and this plan we 
are going to carry out according to our 
policy during the next nine months”. This 


very definite declaration will put confi- 
dence and new courage into the Allied 
forces and peoples everywhere.
